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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Union: 

I have the honor of presenting for your consideration 
my eighth report of the schools of Union. 

It gives me pleasure to report that schools have com- 
pleted another successful year and are above their usual 
standard. This is due, in a large measure, to that unusual 
cooperation of citizens, parents, members of the com- 
mittee, teachers, and pupils that has been shown on every 
hand thruout the year in all school work and school 
activities. 


UNUSUAL RESPONSE AND INTEREST 
OF CITIZENS 


The response of citizens to school needs at the last town 
meeting was unusual. Not only was it voted to increase 
the school year, for the grade and rural schools, from 
thirty to thirty-four weeks, but the interest that is being 
taken in schools was further shown by the unusual spirit 
_ with which citizens voted to raise $3,000.00 for repairs 
and improvements on the building at the Common, as 
recommended by the Committee. These repairs and 
improvements have now been made, and the numerous 
visitors, who have been to the building to see what has 
been done, have unanimously expressed their approval. * 

One considerable expense was digging out the cellar to 
make more space for storing fuel, and to get the necessary 
height to install a furnace that would satisfactorily heat 
the building. Also the cellar wall was re-inforced and the 
cellar bottom cemented. One large furnace for wood or 
coal was installed to replace the two old ones. Another 
considerable expense was building the new toilets to re- ~ 
place the old ones, which were too near the main rooms 
and did not have separate passage ways from each room . 
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as required by law. The new toilets have a cement vault, 
extend twelve feet from the mian building, and have 
separate passage ways for girls and boys from each room. 

Another change, that is daily enjoyed and appreciated 
is the inprovement made in the light of the downstairs 
rooms. Altho but one additional window was cut in each 
room the change made in these rooms by the extra window 
together with the light paint is surprising. To further 
improve the lighting of the building electric lights, which 
have been so much needed on dark days, have been in- 
stalled. It is hoped also that the building may now be 
used for various community gatherings. 

Much to the satisfaction of many citizens the long 
talked of belfry has been put on the building and the bell 
which was purchased by the school in 1914 has been hung 
and its welcome sound is heard daily when ReDOO: are in 
session. 

The building has been painted two coats and the wood 
work in all of the rooms was given two coats. 

The only need of this building now is a water avogiy 
from some source and it is hoped that this can be met the 
coming year. 


TEACHERS 


The changes in our teaching force have been compara- 
tively few. Fortunate indeed were we to retain for another 
year in the schools at the Common Miss Hughes and Miss 
Messer. That their superior work has been appreciated, 
not only by the pupils but by parents as well, has been 
shown on every hand thruout the year. Fortunate are we 
also to have at Hawes school for another year the highly 
efficient services of Mrs. Farris whose work is also appre- 
ciated. Mrs. Heath’s work at South Union this year is 
to be commended. In all other schools there have been 
changes in the teachers. At Nye, Edward Ames succeeded 
Mrs. Burns, who taught during the fall term at Round 
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Pond. Much to the regret of all she was unable to teach 
the winter term and the school was supplied by Miss 
Young of Matinicus Isle. At East Union, Mrs. Louise 
Ames succeeding Mrs. Payson taught the fall term, and 
Miss Moody the winter term. At Stone, Miss Arrington 
succeeded Mrs. Erickson and taught both fall and winter 
terms. The work of all these teachers has been very satis- 
factory and their spirit of cooperation gratifying indeed. 

The work of our untrained and inexperienced teachers 
the past year has been very unusual for such teachers, but 
it is to be hoped, that the coming year, with the present 
supply of teachers, we may be able to have in our schools 
no teacher without at least six weeks training at one of 
the normal schools of the state, or a year of experience or 
both. The cost of such a course is small. - But $5.00 a 
week is charged for board and room,.and the cost of oS 
is Slight, tuition is free. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


That the high school as taught by Mr. Lindsey and 
Miss Winslow has been a success, all will agree. When 
the fall term opened a large school was expected, but not 
as large a number as came, a total of 68 pupils. Of this 
number 18 were tuition pupils, all but one of whom is still 
in the school. From each of these pupils who remain thru 
the year the town will receive $45.00 which would make 
a total of $765.00, should all complete the year. 

Of these pupils Hazel Edgecomb, Helen ‘Miller, and 
Lucy Moody, of the Senior class; Martha Arrington, 
Lottie Calph, Glenys Hall, Lucy Moody, Richard Ames, 
Lewis Fish, and Edwards Johnson, of the Junior class; 
are from Appleton; and Stanley Payson of the Junior 
class, and Virginia Dunbar, Winona Messer, and John 
Dunbar, of the Freshman class, are from Hope; Mildred 
and Elizabeth of the Freshman class, are from Warren; 
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and Evelyn Scott of the Sophomore class is from North 
Vassalboro. Evelyn Hatch of Washington attended the 
first ten weeks of the fall term only. 

The greatest need at high school as has been mentioned 
in previous years is a third teacher. This need is greater 
this year than it has ever been, in recent years, because 
of the unusually large number of students. No two- 
teacher high school in the state had last year as many 
students as has ours at present, 66. 

This need of a third teacher at high school may be 
better appreciated from the following facts which may be 
found in the 1924 report of our State Commissioner of 
Education. | 

The number of two-teacher schools in the state is given 
as 97, of which number 9 have from 10 to 20 students; 
16, from 20 to 30 students; 16, from 30 to 40 students; 
19, from 40 to 50 pupils; 3, from 50 to 60 pupils; but two 
have more than 60 pupils. The average number of 
students for two-teacher schools is 31. 

The number of three-teacher schools reported is 53, of 
which number 3 have from 20 to 30 students; 5, from 30 
to 40 students; 11, from 40 to 50 students; 17, from 50 
to 60 students; 12, from 60 to 70 students; but five have 
more than 70 students. The average number of students 
for the three-teacher schools is 53. 


ATTENDANCE AND TARDINESS 


School attendance has for the most part been very 
satisfactory as is shown by the statistics for each school. 
In a few of the rural schools, however, there should be an 
improvement. I feel that some parents cannot yet realize 
that, as the State School Fund is now divided, every day 
that a child is in school means that he is helping to add to 
the town’s share of that fund, and every day that he is 
not in school means that the town will not receive money 
_ which it would receive, were he in school. The instances 
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of tardiness in most schools have been as few as might 
be expected. In a few schools, a few children by being 
late, in some cases almost daily, have caused an unusual 
amount of tardiness. All tardiness should be stopped as 
this is unnecessary waste of the town’s money. 


HEALTH WORK 


The results of the Health Crusade work as carried on 
in schools have been greater than was anticipated. The 
most gratifying improvement has been in the care of the 
teeth. This has been made possible by the unusual co- 
operation of parents with the result that a very large 
per cent of the pupils have been keeping their teeth clean. 

The fact that of the hundreds of schools in the state 
doing this work that our grammar school was one of 46 
schools to secure a National Penant speaks highly for the 
efforts of the pupils and their teacher, Miss Hughes. 


TWO NEW ATTACHED CLOSETS 


Two unusually well planned and well made closets have 
been built the past year for the two largest rural schools, 
Nye and Round Pond. As these buildings were badly 
needed it was thought best to have them built for both 
schools even tho it would cause an overdraft in this 
account. 

In addition to the general repairs the committee recom- 
mends the building of one new toilet and painting one 
rural building. :

The average attendanée for the 
fall term was 136. Three more than last year. The total number not 
absent for a term 113, the instances of tardiness for the two terms 376, 
and the total number of visits by citizens the two terms 470. 

The figures for the winter term were not available when this report 
went to press.

Finally I must express to teachers 
and girls and boys, my appreciation for their fine spirit 
of cooperation that has been shown thruout the year.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Members of the School Committee, and 
Citizens of Union: 

As principal of your High School I submit the following 
report for your consideration: 

High school opened September 8th with an attendance 
considerable larger than was anticipated, due to the un- 
expected number of tuition pupils. The enrollment was 
as follows: | 


Seniors 14 
Juniors 18 
Sophomores 7 
Freshmen 29 

Total - 68 


Of this number only two members, bee Hatch and 
Carl Brooks, have left school. 

The Seniors made a creditable start Sates their Class 
Fund by a supper held during Chautauqua Week and by 
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a Hallowe’en ball. The Sophomore class also raised a 
good sum from an “Old Folks Concert” given the latter 
part of the fall term. 

The repairs and improvements in the building have been 
very much enjoyed and appreciated. The new furnace 
has been very satisfactory. There has been no excuse for 
cold rooms or any disconfort due to lack of heat. Those 
pupils who have attended high school for the past three 
years especially appreciate the change. 

The problem of better lighting has been overcome by 
the removal of some of the shade trees near the building 
and the installation of electric lights in all of the rooms. 
This change has done away with much of the eye strain 
due to poor light. With the addition of running water we 
would have a fairly well equipped building 

At present the high school is much overcrowded. In 
the main room it has been necessary to conduct the recita- 
tions with the pupils at their desks instead of using the 
usual recitation seats. Our present laboratory has not 
the space or the equipment necessary for the large number 
of students taking the science courses. A good physics 
course requires individual experiments by the students, 
but lacking equipment and space, most of the experiments 
have had to be performed by the class as a group. 

A third teacher is our greatest need, as two teachers 
cannot, in the time allotted to them, do justice to the 
present number of students or the numerous subjects 
which they are expected to teach. Could another teacher 
be employed it would be possible to offer an Elementary 
Business Course and possibly one in Pedagogy. A business 
course would be most helpful for those students who do 
not plan to go to college, while instruction in pedagogy 
would be valuable to those seniors who plan to teach after 
graduation. 

Finally there is the question of athletics in the school. 
Baseball has become well established and the school can 
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be justly proud of its record. It is during the winter 
months that the pupils have the greatest need of a good 
indoor game. Basketball teams would then be worth 
while, as they would keep up that fine school spirit which 
is always shown thruout the baseball season. Could a 
‘place be provided for this sport it would be enjoyed and 
appreciated by our young people. 

I wish to thank the members of the School Committee, 
Superintendent, parents and students, for their unusual 
cooperation in helping to make the school a success.

PARK COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


It is gratifying to note that, after more than a century 
of ownership of our “‘Common,”’ during which period only 
irregular, spasmodic efforts at care and improvement have 
prevailed, the citizens have entered upon a regular, sys- 
tematic method for the care, improvement and preserva- 
tion of this lot of land that was bequeathed to us by the 
founders of the town, ‘“‘to be occupied for the sole purpose 
for a common... to their use and behoof forever,’ and 
that may become a valuable and distinguishing feature of 
Union’s future. 

At the last annual town meeting, it was placed under the 
care of Park Commissioners as authorized by law. One 
hundred dollars was appropriated for their use. A section 
of roadway was discontinued towards improving the grass 
plots. 

In response to a general invitation by the Commissioners 
for voluntary work during the week of Mar. 31, more than 
forty citizens, including a score of teams, hauled about 
250 loads of stone, gravel and dirt, from the limestone 
quarry, and filled, levelled and graded such parts of the 
Common as most needed it. The grass plots were thor- 
oughly raked and the debris removed. ‘The trees were 
trimmed of dead branches and unsightly limbs. Concrete 
markers were made and placed around the grass plots. 
The band stand was painted two coats. The sign board 
was painted. And by the generosity of Seven Tree Grange 
a flag staff with flag was erected and presented to the 
town as a memorial of the fiftieth an CIB ah of that 
grange’s existence. 

As no record of a survey of the lot since 1839—86 
years. ago—could be found, and all boundaries had become 
obliterated, we deemed it advisable to have them retraced 
and accordingly employed Mr. S. G. Riterbush of Camden 
to do so, by the courses given in the original deed, and the 
later survey by Mr. Wm. M. Gleason in 1839. 
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Mr. Riterbush became much interested in the work, 
and produced a fine map on oil paper that he had re- 
corded and deposited in the county registry of deeds office 
in Rockland, and also made six copies of blue prints for 
public inspection, copies of which are posted in the grange 
hall and in the post office. 

The disastrous fire that occurred May 18th in our village 
seriously scorched several of the trées in that vicinity, and 
doubtless will soon require their removal. A building de- 
stroyed or injured can be replaced in a few months by 
man’s efforts, but a noble tree, fully developed, can be 
replaced only by the bounty of God in a generation or 
more of time. We should be thankful that more were not 
injured by the fire. 

By crossroads the Common is practically divided into 
three sections—the western, central and eastern, while the 
northern and southern sides are occupied by highways. 
The western section is in fairly good condition, except the 
southern border needs a catch basin and culvert in the 
roadway. The central section is in good condition. The 
eastern section is in a discreditable condition. Please 
notice that the “Common”’ extends east to a boundary 
4 rods and 103 ft. long, and a line approximately between 
the houses where Alfred Hills and Charles Lermond live, 
and between that boundary and the central section of the 
Common is the abiding place of roads and ruts and rocks 
and trails and debris that openly face every traveller 
entering our village from the east. 

We hope the town will authorize its improvement at 
once, so it can be made a pretty slope of grass, and cor- 
responding in appearance to the other sections of the 
Common. 

We recommend that some form of enduring monuments 
be authorized to be placed at each angle of the boundaries 
as located by the surveys. 
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We believe that our veterans of the World War are 
entitled to a memorial in some form to be placed on the 
Common, and also that it should be the ambition of our 
citizens to have a public library, and perhaps a location 
for it, within its borders. 

We feel greatly indebted to all who have assisted, in 
any way, in the improvements made, and especially to 
Supt. Robt. McKinley for grading materials, and to Mrs. 
Emma Jones for care of flowering plants. 

The public spirit aroused and manifested in practical 
works has enabled us to avoid any overdraft, and made 
our task a pleasant duty.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Union: 
I have the privilege of presenting for your consideration 
my ninth report of the schools of Union. 
The past year has been one with no outstanding progress 
but schools have been unusually efficient for the money 
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expended. This has been true, not only, because of the 
cnusual faithfulness and hard work of the teachers, but 
also, because of the finest of co-operation and interest on 
the part of parents in all schools and in all school ac- 
tivities. Such fine school spirit as has been shown on 
every hand the past year is something money can not 
buy nor money pay for, but such spirit on the part i 
Selectmen, members of the School Committee, Citizens. 
Parents, and Pupils, frequently means more than money 
to teachers and superintendent in helping them to make 
schools more efficient and better meet the needs of a 
community. 


EDUCATION GET-TOGETHER 


The unusual interest that was shown in the Education 
Get-together held at Town Hall the evening of November 
18th of Education Week was one more manifestation of 
this fine school spirit. At the gathering brief addresses 
were given by Mr. H. L. Grinnell on School and Town, 
Mr. J. L. Dornan on School and Committee, Mrs. R. M. 
McKinley on School and Citizen, Principal C. P. Dan- 
forth on High School, Mrs. M. F. Lovejoy on School and 
Parent, and Reverend H. J. Webber on School and 
Church. Dr. Plumer was to have spoken on School and 
the Professions, but he was unable to be present. Short 
programs were also given by the pupils of the Grammar 
and Primary Schools. 


ZEACHERS 


The changes in our teaching force have been rather 
more than usual the past year. Fortunate indeed were we 
to retain for another year in the Grammar and Primary 
schools at the Common the highly efficient services of Miss 
Hughes and Mrs. Robbins. Unfortunate were we to lose 
the equally efficient services of Mrs. Farris who resigned 
her position as teacher at Nye school at the close of the 
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fall term after several years of unusually successful teach- 
ing in town. Mrs. Farris was succeeded at Nye school by 
Mrs. Heath, who has successfully taught at South Union 
school the past two years. At Round Pond, Sara Hilt 
taught the spring term and was succeeded this fall by 
Mabel Moody, who graduated last year from High school 
and attended Gorham Normal School last summer. Ruth 
Moody, who taught the winter and spring terms at East 
Union school was succeeded this fall by Evelyn Mathews, 
who graduated from Nasson Institute last year and at- 
tended the summer session at Bates College. Ruth Ar- 
rington, who taught at Stone school last year, attended 
Farmington Normal School last summer and returned to 
Stone school this fall. Louise Grinnell, who succeeded 
Mrs. Farris at Hawes school, graduated from high school 
last year and attended Farmington Normal School last 
summer. 

Inexperienced teachers can no longer teach one year 
on a Teaching Permit but they must secure, before they 
can teach, a Teachers’ Certificate granted by the State 
Department of Education only by successfully passing 
examinations issued by. the Department, or as the result 
of work successfully completed at a summer session of a 
College or Normal School. The Department advises that 
the latter is the better way of securing a certificate. All 
of our inexperienced teachers attended College or Normal 
Schools last summer. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


The teachers’ meetings, since September, have been the 
most successful that have been held since the schools have 
been under my supervision. This has been true for several 
reasons: first, because of the unusual interest of the 
teachers in the meetings; second, because of the excellent 
work of the teachers and pupils*at schools where meetings 
were held; third, because the meetings were held on Friday 
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afternoons instead of Saturday as they have for the most 
part in past years. At the first meeting, held the Saturday 
afternoon before schools opened in the fall, plans for 
future meetings that would be helpful were discussed. 
The next meeting was held at Nye school, Mrs. Farris 
teacher, Friday afternoon, September 18th. The third 
meeting was held at the Primary and Grammar schools 
Friday afternoon, October 8th, the first hour being spent 
in the Primary room, Mrs. Robbins teacher, and the last 
hour in the Grammar room, Miss Hughes teacher. Friday 
afternoon, November 6th, the teachers met at the East 
Union school, Miss Mathews teacher. At this meeting 
Miss Mathews taught the lower grades and the upper 
crade recitations were each taught by one of the visiting 
teachers. 

The classes taught at these meetings were carefully 
planned in advance and different work was emphasized 
at the different meetings, at one spelling and reading, at 
another arithmetic and history, and at another seat work 
and composition. 


CLOSING OF SOUTH UNION SCHOOL 


The school at South Union was closed October 16th 
after continuing six weeks of the fall term. The school 
was opened with an attendance of 9 pupils and was closed 
after the three children of Homer Davis were taken from 
the school, thus reducing the number of pupils to 6. 
Because of this reduction in the number of pupils it was 
necessary to close the school as an average attendance 
of 8 pupils, as required by law, could no longer be main- 
tained. 


HIGH SCHOGEL 
High school as taught by Principal Danforth and Miss 


Merriam has been a success. At the opening of the fall 
term there was a total of 58 pupils, 10 less than last fall. 
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This was just the number of tuition pupils from the town 
of Appleton last year. This loss of 10 tuition pupils means 
a loss of $540.00 an amount which would more than half 
pay the assistant teacher. Losing this number of students 
did,. however, relieve considerably the over-crowded con- 
dition. At present there are the following tuition pupils: 
Virginia and John Dunbar; Winona Messer, Gilbert 
Doughty, and Joseph Long, of the town of Hope; Eliza- 
beth and Mildred Leach of Warren; and Evelyn Scott of 
North Vassalboro. The full year’s tuition will be received 
from but 4 of these students. The estimated amount that 
will be received from these students will be $368.00. 


WATER NEEDED. 


The improvements made a year ago on the building at 
the Common, the new furnace, the electric lights, the new 
toilets, and the improved lighting in the lower rooms, are 
still appreciated and enjoyed daily by the pupils and 
teachers. The one need at this building now is a supply 
of water from some source and it is hoped that this can 
be met.the coming year. 


REPAIRS 


A new attached closet has been built at the Hawes 
building the past year and the Nye building has been 
painted. In addition to the above repairs, minor repairs 
have been made at all school buildings. The committee 
recommends that the Round Pond building be painted 
and that a toilet be built at the Stone building.

HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of 
Union: 

As principal of the high school I submit the Fallot 
report for your consideration. 

High school opened September 9th with an enrollment 
of 58 students. Of this number we have lost two pupils 
and gained two others, thus making our present enroll- 
ment fifty-eight students. This is an unusually sood 
record, as there is a tendency for high school students, 
especially Freshmen, to drop out of school during the fall 
and winter terms. 

We offer a General Course and a Latin Course for those 
who desire to study Latin or plan to enter college. The 
school day is divided into eight teaching periods. ‘The 
principal devotes two periods to the teaching of Chemistry, 
and one period to each of the following subjects: Me- 
diaeval History, Geometry, Bookkeeping, Review Math- 
ematics and American History, and Algebra. ‘The as- 
sistant teaches English, three periods; Latin, two periods; 
and French, two periods. 
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We are very fortunate in having Miss Merriam as our 
assistant. She is a very conscientious and thorough 
teacher, always ready to cooperate for the good of the 
school. 

The Seniors have made a very good start towards their 
Class Fund. They gave a “Minstrel Revue” during the 
fall term, and are at present working on the annual class 
play, ““His Uncle’s Niece,’ which will be given at Town 
Hall February 27th. The Seniors have recently com- 
pleted essays on the Life of Lincoln. The Illinois Watch 
Company, thru Gorden Lovejoy Company, is to present 
a medal to the writer of the best essay. 

In behalf of the school, I wish to thank the young ladies - 
of the Y. C. G. Club for the song books which they have 
recently presented to the school. ‘This shows very fine 
spirit, and I think their entertainments deserve your 
generous patronage. 

Altho we have fine electric lights, and a good heating 
system, there is no water supply at the building. As so 
many of the pupils eat their dinner at the building, I feel
